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CHINA’S PROVINCIAL REBELS.

We have had occasion nore than once 


lately to allude to the Bilt Smugglers of , 


Kiangsu and their extraordi-ary relations 
with the local officials, which has long been 
a disgrace to the entire administra‘ion, not 
only of the province but of the Empire at 
large. Originally sprung 
through the connivance of the provincial 


officials, who made use of them to draw into * 


their own bands the imperial revenuedue from 
the Salt Gabel!e, of late years the completely 
organised society of the Salt Smuzglers has 
assumed a conjoint authority in the froutier 
districts of Chehkiang and Kiangsu with the 
Emperor’s own officials, and practically 


rules whole districts froin Shanghai to the | 


regions surrounding the T’ai Hu. In the 
districts adjoining Shanghai it carrics on 
its proceedings practically openly, and 
has its own officials and is 
police who bring notice of any infraction 
of its regulations, and whose energies are 
more especially devoted to the rooting ont 
of informants who may give any clue to 
the machinations of the cmfraternite, 
Since the mischievous tavtui Yuan in 1906 
formed an unholy alliauce with the chiefs 
of the Smugglers to dest oy the Forvigu 
Bettlements at Shangliai, the fratervity has 
felt itsel€ powerful enough under threats of 
exposure to set at defiance the regular 
promneiet officials; and the whole of the 
ower count'y may be said to exist under a 
rule of terrorism.

More receutly, 
encouraged by tle impunity accurde! by the 
incapacity of the local government to control 
so powerful an organisation, thee outrages 
have been increasing in audacity, and now 
the persons and property of the officials 
themselvez, which up to this bad been 
' studiously and even ostentatiously respected, 
ara openly threatened; and it is daily be. 
coming more evident that certain disloyal 
officials are really at the bottom of the 
disorder.

PORTUGAL'S CALAMITY. 

His Exce.u.ncy—Gentlemen, B-fors we 
proceed with the business cf the day I rise to 
propose the following resolution :— hat the 
Legislative Council of Hongkong, on beba'f of 
the community, records its abhorrenoa of the 
crime committed upon the persons of the late 
King and Crown Princs of Portagal!, and 
expresses heartfelt sympathy with Her Majesty 
the Queen of Portugalio her bureavement, and 
with the Poriuguese nation on their calamity." 
There is little for me to add to tha words of 
this resolution which, I think. expresses the 
feelings of us ail. Portugal lias been our arcient 
ally before the days of the Veniisular war. 
and our tovervigus have been sasscciated in 
terms of friendship and intimacy, and quite 
recently we know, the King cf Portug sl 
was a welcome visitor in Lindon, ‘The friend- 
ship which exis‘s between the two parent stales 
is reflected in our relatious with Macao, the 
nearest Portuguese Coloay to Hongkong. We 
have alco a large number of {'crlugu Ze 
residents in our Colony, who fori peruaps the 
most stable part cf the population. In thexe 
circumstances I think hon. members will 
agree with me that this resolution expresses 
our most sincere feeliugs, and I am glad of the 
opportunity of expressing our sympathy with 
the Portuguese people and the Portuguese crown 
in their present calamity, aud have also to 
express our hearty dotestation of the abominabl« 
crime which has robbed the country of its 
King and the Heir Apparent. 
~ Hon. Dr. Ho Kar—Sir, Most respectfully 
and sympathisingly do 1 secoud the resolution 
just proposed by your Excellency. ‘Th: das- 
tardly and oruel deed bas excit-d feelings of

His Exceutency—I propose to make a 
farther statem -1t in reply to the question which 
stauds in the usmeof the hoa. weater at tha 
end of the table, When the resolution reyard- 
ing ths expeaditure for the carreat yeae on the 
railway was b-for+ the Council the Colonial 
Secretary proposed that it should be referred to 
the Finane-+ Committee, Phis course was alop ad 
parpesely, iu order Co give Loo. membas every 
oppartauity possible for ask.os for whatever 
iofurmation they reqaie-d, and also to enable 
the G -veroment to a-c-rtain in what dire -tion 
information was reqaired witha view topr viding 
it as fully as pussibe, Ay boo frend on the 
left assured members that [ should b+ most 
will-ng to give every iufermatioog in my power, 
I may vo further and say I[ w-lcom- this 
oppurtunity since ou+ lias get recsutly ariso lo 
make as full a statem-ot as pessibe o2 the 
subject of the wh de course of the rauwey. A 
certain amouut of informatio2 oo thy qi=stiea 
proposed by the bot. member is contained in the 
paper which has been placed before you. He 
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asked for information both as to the control, 
finance and r ute of the railway, and also as 
regards its history, and I will eadeavour as fully 
as I am able to do ao, to give the information on 
each of these heads. You will recollect that in 
1905 it was decided t» build the railway by 
means of a loan. It was not a question of 


whether the undertaking would by aan 
immediately remunerative concern; it was 
not a question of whether the railway 
would pay iuterest aod sioking fund on 


the oapital expended, or even if it would pay 
working expenses. It was 4 question of preserv- 
ing the predominance of Hongkong. RB was 4 
a question of sseing that the final oatlet of the 
great railway of China sbould be at Kowloon, 
and no other place. [ thiok therefore, it waa- 
with the conseat of the whole oommunity that 
tle decision was arrived at, a dec'sion which [ 
personally most heartily concur with. The first 
step to take was to make a prelimioary survey, 
and to base up n it a preliminary estimate. 
The task was entrusted to an able engineer, 
Mr. Brace, and [ think we cao say it was 
well done, Those of you who have any personal 
experience in railway ccnatruction know it is 
not practicible to expect that a preliminary 
survey shall be acourate ia all ite details, nor in 
it praclioible to expect that there ahball be no 
alterationa found neoessary in the alignment 
tirat laid down when it comes to be examined io 
detail by the constracting, engineers, The 
estimate made by Mr. Brace amonated to 
$4,470,100 to which had to be added the estimate 
of tha bon. the Director of Pablio Works for a 
reclamation of a section which amounted to 
8535,.U0, which made the total $5,055,500. 
‘This estimate inoladed overtain land resamp. 
tiong and station buildings, hut it did 
not ioclude any provision for telegraphs, 
fencing, and [ think it inoluded no provision 
fur storage godowas. There alsy bal to te 
added sabsequently provision for double bridges, 
‘Tuis wag uodertaken in consequences of claase 
2 of the first loan agreement, aud [ think that 
the eam is bsiug done ou the Canton sectior. 
Tha iron work is for a single line only. It may 
appear to many hon. members tnat if any 
anticipations were formed of the line going to 
ba doubla in any section, those saticipations 
would mos'ly apply to the tunnel, since it would 
be impossible to broaden it oncs the lining had 
been completed. I am asxured by the Chief 
Ktesident Engineer that two parallel single 
liue tunuels only onst some 25 per oent 
mora than one single double tunnel 
owing to th: apace wasted by the height and 
the ares of excavation involved. Aad he tells 
me a‘so that even were the lias doable ale de 
out with the sale exception of the tunuel it 
would cause lit-le blook oc delay if a signal 
station were at each end. I will taro to the 
histery of the railway. The Seoretary of State 
for the Colonies decited it shoa'd be const uct d 
on what is known as the departmental system, 
through the m-diam of the Crown Ageates. 
(hisis not the time or placs for m: to oriticise 
that system. {he Government that adopted 
it olaims that it saves coutractors protits ; 
that alterations which furth-r exsmination 
of the coantry, or onlarg-d or altered 
views can at soy tims be made with- 
out tha lability lo coatractors which would be 
incurral if ths contract had already been 
sigo-d, It gives more direct supervision of 
the co-t to tha Guvernment, and gives it more 
discr-tion as to change, | hese, guotlemen, are 
great advautagesa. ‘The system aa adopted ino 
practise Las also, however, weak points, the obief 
of whioh in my opinioa is that the loval Govera- 
ment ix oot in sufficisntly cliss toach with the 
consulting eagiorsrs and does not correspond 
directly with them. Tue Chief Resideat Ea- 
gioeer arrived ia Marob 1:06. My predecessor 
in his great aoxiety t+ pash forward with the 
utmost pussible despatch, resamed lands in the 
ovighbuarhoul of Taipo sad instructed the 
Columal Pablio Works Dapsrtmaat to begin 
work xt ouoe. In November 195 the Chief 
Res:dant Mugioeer on arrival, after miking a 
detailed survey, decwel to rua the line from 
ths neighbrurhood of Taipo somewhat more 
inland thao had been arraag od ia Mr. Beuos's 
sarvey. The former lioe cad ran io that 
neighooarh. d almo-t complet-ly over the sea 
bed whica Involved very costly bridges aod 
some danger from heavy seas. Tne new 


alignment was condacted very carefully indeed 


a 
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in order to endeavour to balance the amount 


of cutting with the amount of earth required 
for reclamation. He als» decided to make a 
small tunnel from a small hill near Taipo in- 
stead of going round it and ha aucc «ded in 
finding a way of avoiding the dangerons point 
at which the maximum gradient and limit- 
ing curve were simultaneously obtaine! at a 
point overhanging a dangerous river, It was 
an undeniable improvement for the road, and 
the line was at tho same time shortened, Thess 
alterations, especially the latter one, uoforlan- 
ately involved the abandonment of a oonsider. 
able portion of the work that the Public Works 
Department had been ordered todo. New land 
had to be resumed, old land had to be sold. A 
small Joss was incurred on that which forms a 
debit in the new estimate, but I think probably 
the bank railway no longer r-quired will te used 
for the forma‘ion of a road) There were 
gome other minor alterations in order to avoid 
the costly resumption cfland,andin order to 
facilitate the bridging of roads several roads 
had to be altered, especially Taipo Road, 
Gascoigne Road and Des Vooux Road, In June 
1907 the Chief Resident ngineer presented 
his estimate which amounted to $3,00 '.052 or 
an inoreage of $2,948 '42. The statement 
which will be laid later shows an increase 
under each head, bet I propose with your 
permission to endeavour to give you a clearer 
grasp of the general r-asons of the increases 
in the estimates than can be obtained from a 
mere fable of fizures. In the first place, 
under earth work, the Chief Resident Engin-er 
states that the former estimate was bardly half 
rofficient ander the rates, bat itis very diffiealt of 
to koow exactly what rates Mr. Brace had 
calculated at, because uo drawings or calcu- 
lations of quantities and rates were supplied 
with the estimates. The Chi+f Resident Engi 
neer says he has since his arrival here consider- 
ably reduced the ratas he found were paid for 
earth work when he arrived in the Colony. In 
spite of that reduction he says ha is quita con- 
fident that Mr. Bruce's line could not have 
been made for the full extent of the present 
estimate. In the same way, as regards brid. 
ges, these wore similarly unde-restimated, aud 
too little was obarged for supervision, The 
alterations which I have described in the 
alignment of the railway,I am aggored, involve 
no extra cost whatever, and the Chief Resident 
Engineer says he is perfectly oertain that 
the consulting engineers will bear him ont in 
this statement. The abandoning of the bank 
made by the Public Works Department involres 
a small extra debit which |.as to be borne in tha 
new estimate which containa several items 
altogetber omitted in the former, such as fencing, 
talegraphs and storage altcgether amounting I 
think, in the new estimate to $111,573, and ala» 
the cost of doubling the bridgesand extending 
the cuttings.

HONGKONG BRANCH PRIZ& PRESENTATION. 


His Excellency the Governor, who was 
socompanied by Lady Lugard, presided at the 
annual distribution of prizes of the Hongkong 
branch of the Royal Sanitary Institut; he'd io 
the City Hall on Febroary 5'h. ‘Shera were 
seated with their Excellencies at a table at the 
head of St. Andrew's Hall Hon. Dr. J. M. 
Atkinson, president of tha Hongkong Branch, 
Mr, Ralphs, secretary, Hon. Mr. W. Chatham, 
Dr. F. Clark. Mr, T. Perkios, Mr. A. H. Ough 
and Mr. A. J. Brackenbury. ‘I'he body of the 
hall was also well fille! when Dr. ATKINSON 
opened the proceedings. He said : 

Your Excellency, Gentleman .—As Chairman 
of the Board of Examiners I theught it would 
prove of interest to review the work aocom- 
plished by the looal branoh of the Royal Sa:i- 
tary Institute since its formation five years ago, 
The first lecture in connection with this move- 
ment was given at Qaeen’s College on the 13th 
January 1903. Since then a regular winter 
course has been held; up to the end of Jannary 
209 lectures have bean delivered, the atteudanta 
at which numb-red 3441, giving an average of 
16.46 per lecture. In addition to the lectures 
mavy practical demonstrations have been given 
at the Cattle Depdt and Slaughter Housag 
Kennedy Town by Mr, Gibaon and at the 
Disinfecting Station by Dre.

further expression in the Hiskkoar University 
of the future (applause), The Sanitary Depart- 


mant of the Government absorbs a great deal o, 
tha revenue of the Colony, and consequently has 


a very considerable staff, and there are architeota, 
builders and others in the Colony who also 
require certificated engineers, and the nambar 
of thesa appointments offers inducements to 
candidates to come and learn, and obtain 
this branch of the Royal

THE AMOY CASR, WITNESSES COMMITTED FUR 
TRIAL FOR | ERJURY. 


His Lordship delivered his judgment in the 
case in which the Ng Yuen Yivg firm brought 
action against the Lup Kee firm to recover the 
sum of $5,000, the amount paid to the defend. 
ants by mistake in respect of the bill of 
exchauge. 

Mr. M. W. Slade, icstructed by Mr. G. K. 
Hall Brutten (of Messre. Brutton and Hetti 
appeared for the plaintiffs, and Hon. Mr. H. F. 
Pollock, K.C, intrusted by Mr. Daniels (of 
Mesgrs. Johnson, Stokes and Master) for the 
defendante, 

His Lordship, after tracing the avidence at 
had been 
prepared in Amoy for the defendants was con- 
sistent only with one uf two thinus: either the 
three men, ‘la: Hing, Fung Yuen and Tiu 
Hing were together guilty of concocting this 
fraud, or they all, and the Wing Fang, con- 
spired togther to defraud the plaintiff. H- 
was afraid that the menfrom Amoy neglected 
the sage advice wf wortby Woug Van-lap that 
“British law attaohes yreit importince to 
true evidence, ‘There would be judgment 
for the plaintiff with cus:s. Bat Wong 
Pan-lap's advice was disregarded, acd his 
reflection as to the consequence s of giviug 
false evidence in a Britixh Court would 
oome to pass. Under the provisivns of section 
31 of Ordinance 3of 1873 tis Lordship ordered 
all the Amoy witnesses to be arrested to stand 
their trial at the Assizss for perjury, fis 
reasons for taking (his course were as fullowa: 
—He had pointed out that there had been 
in the case as clear a conspiracy as ould 
well be imagined; that this took plaos in 
Amoy out of the jurisdiction. If there lad 
been a conspiracy there had alxo bven perjury 
at this end. Under scotion L3L be bad power 
of summary sentence, butas the interpretation 
which he put upon tbose powers bad been 
challenged in another case, it would not be 
decorous for him to exercise them in that way. 
He thougut be ought not to axercixe them till 
the Privy Counci! had given its decision. ‘T'his 
was a case in which three munths’ imprigou- 
meat would be far too shurt a seuutence if he was 
rigkt in what be believed to be the facts, but 
there had been no jury and it would be fairer for 
this question to be dacided by a jury instead of 
by one man. In view of the importance of the 
action he was taking he would say, though he 
didn't think it needful to say it, that he had 
not acted without due deliberation, As it was 
possible his inference from the facts were 
erroneous, he had consul'ed Mr. Justios Wise 
and the Attorney-General, treating them os a 
grand jory, and they agrued with his view. 
‘the direction le had the power to give under 
the Ordinance did not, of course, deprive 
the Attorney-General of his right to 
discontinue proceediugs against any one of 
the men should he tlink it right to do so. 
That was the second time be had taken (his 
extreme measure at the end of atrial. 15 was 
conscious of the importance ef the puwer which 
the law of the Colouy Lad entrusted to Lim, aud 
it was because h- realised how great those 
powers were that he exercised them in order to 
prevent the Court of Hongkong b-ing made a 
playground for Chinese witvesses to indulge 
in a rivalry of hard sweariog.

PIECE GouoDSs. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods ‘I'rade, dated Shanghai, 
30th January, 1908, states :— As we intimated last 
week business is practically closed pending the 
passing of the Native New Year festival, which 
will commence on the Ist proximo and last until 
the 5th idem, on which date the Custom Heuse 
resumes work, but the Forciyn Banka do not open 
until the following day. A few of the Public 
Auctions have taken place, the last heiny the Exo 
sile yesterday ; the ball will be set rolling again by 
the Yuen Fong Auction on the 6th February, 
when we expect to sce business in full sewing ance 
more. The prospects are much more favouralile 
for a brisk trade at the commencement this year 
than osual, it being estimated by some of the 
jeading dealers here that not more than ten per 
cent. of the purchases usually made hefere China 
New Year, in anticipation of the opering of the 
new season, have yet been mads. Of course 
there is still a fair supply already inthe hands 
of the dealers, but there is little doubt hut what 
stocks in the consuming districts are excecdingly 
low and must be replenished before long. The 
surviving dealers are, at all events, hopeful and 
will do doubt benefit by the weeding out that 
has taken place. A few more of the smaller fry 
are reported to have left for parts unknown, and 
we also understand twe of the minor Native 
Banks are retiring from business, Otherwise 
accounts appear to have be-n fairly well squared 
up to now, or arrangements made ta carry over. 


From Messrs. bert & Co.'s Weekly Market Re- 
port, dated Shanghai, Jan. 30th, 190%:—Although 
there is little or no new business to report this 
week, the small transactions that have taken place 
here and there tend to confirm belief in the firm- 
ness of the present position. As stocks are yrun- 
ning down prices are slowly creeping up aor: 
the parity of the producing murkets, but so far 
few sales at the equivalent cost have been made, 
The suspension of ancticns has had a faveurable 
influence on the tone of the market, but urfor- 
tunately the relief from that quarter is unlikely 
to be of sufficient duration to he of materi d 
. advantage tothe trade. Advices from Newshwang 

report a firm market, wore especially for Awerican 
goods, stocks of which are said to be considerably 
reduced. Telegrams from America quoting an 
advance of 3d. to 4Jd. have been received, and 
Manchester again report sales for China at rates 
which are not yet obtainablo here, excepting in 
cases where dealers themeclves are taking the risk 
of the market advancing. Sales of old stocks are 
being made from day today at much better prices 
than were obtainable three months age, 0 that 
losses are not likely te be so heavy as seemed prob 
‘ able at the beginning of the winter. Another 
dealer in fancy goods is reported to have sus- 
pended payment, with liahilities representing a 
deficiency of about Tls. 74,000. The cumulative 
effect of this and other failures should be te lead 
to a curtailment of facilities te sincuine buyers 
of small resources, The Chamber of Cominerce 
returns of stocks at the end of December have 
been published. The usual discrepancies between 
the estimated figures and those returned appear.
